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Mr. Edward Michener, Leader of 
the Opposition in the Provincial As- 
sembly, made a record speech last 
week in reply to the Speech from the 
Throne. He is steadily improving 
in influence and ‘power, and it may 
not be long before we see him at the 
head of affairs in this fair province 
of ours. 

In rising to Address the House he 
said : 

The expressions of loyalty so aptly 
made by the mover and seconder of 
the speech fron. the Throne, to His 
Majesty the King and the Empire, 
His Majesty's loyal Opposition most 
sineercly endorse. The most eloquent 
tribute of loyalty is the splendid en- 
Listment from Alberta for defence of 
King and Ennpire. 

Since last we met, there has been 
a change in the representative of His 
Majesty the King as Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of our Province. lt is endinent- 
ly fitting that one who h,s so long 
been associated with 
terests of Alverta, even lung before 
it became a province, should be chos- 
en as Lieutenant-Governor. 

The Government's programme for 
this session aS outlined in his 
honor’s specch is not a lengthy one, 
and | am giad to announce as far as 
J am concerned, not a contentious 
one, although it involves questions 
of great importance. Reference is 
made to the bountiful harvest 
which we are exceptionally thankful 
for, under present conditions. ‘lhe ad- 
dress also gave prominent m-ntion 
to the great war and what we can 
do to assist in bringing it to a suc- 
cesstul conclusion. In view of the im 
nrvediate necessity for united effort in

Opposition’s Duty 

An Opposition’s duties, L am glad 

to say, are not confined to adverse

When the opposition feels that 
a measure brought down by the 


Government is in the public interest 
it is not only qa duty put an excep- 
tional pleasure to endorse the same. 
There are those who doubt whether 
or not the party system of govern- 
ment is the best system. The fail- 
ures of party government, and they 
are many, is pot so much in che prin 
ciple of party government as in its 
application. The principle of party, 
government is that the party exists 
for the good of the country, but in 
the application too oiten the toun- 
try exists for the good of the party. 
There may be those who consider it 
the duty of the opposition to always 
take the opposite view of y govern- 
ment measure, but, Sir, 1 am one of 
thos: who believe that we serve the 
highest interests of our pa.ty by ad- 
vocating what we believe to be the 
highest interests of the cou try, Be 
cause I am in accord with the two 
principal measures that are to com- 
mand the attention of the house at 
this session, it doves not nan that 
there is not ample justification for 
severe criticism ,nd condenigation of 
the present administration.

Colonization Lines 


If any cylonization lines were necd- 
ed where the railroads did not build 
fast enough for the necessity of set- 
tlement the government coud have 
taken the other half of the guarantce 
and used in the construction of gov- 
ernment railroads at actual cost of 
construction. No intelligent person 
who has been over the McArthur 
lines, which are the principal ones 
guaranteed by the present govern- 
rent, could believe that tyey actu- 
ally cost very much over half of the 
amount of the guarantee so that half 
of the guarantee under economical 
construction would provide nearly a8 
many lines of railway. We need rail- 
ways but at the same time we need 
money to develop the agricultural 
areas and to support the railways 


when built. Under the reckless sys-

Alberta’s Railway Maps 


At the opening day of tue se¥-ion 
railway maps were placd on the 
desks of the members showing the 
total mileage of railways to be 4423 
puilt in Alverta to date. ‘Ihis map 
with all its railway lines and pro- 
posed lines looks very well oa paper 
and to the unsuspecting observer’ it 
might suggest some credit to the 
minister of railways from whose de- 
partment the map has beep issued, 
but when we look unto it and see 
how little, comparatively speaking, 
has been built under the guarantees 
of the present government, and that 
little at so great a cost, and how 
much has not been built that has 
been pronused, it Masecs it a diller- 
ent story. Z 

Mr. Speaker, in the face of all this 
wasted credit and speculation on the 
part of the government im railway 
guarantees wuerevpy vast sums of 
money have been taken out of the 
province by railway promoters, the 
government have the ellroutery to 
say to the organi.ed tarmers of Al- 
berta when they asx tor credit to 
really develop and increase the pro- 
duction of. the province, that the 
time is pot opportupe.

Settlers have gone into scat- 
tered sections of the country on the 
strength of the government guaran- 
tee to railway companies, and to-day 
a great deal of hardship and disap- 
pointment has beim occasioned 
through the government authorizing 
guarantees before elections when ap- 
parently the railway companies ‘had 
no intention of building. Even where 
the railway companies intend to 
build and where guarantees have been 
realized on, the people are still wait- 
ing for the promised railway facili- 
ties. We pointed out at tho last ses- 
sion that out of the Sifton guaran- 
teed policy,, before the last election,of 
1275: miles guaranteed, only 90 miles 
have been built. 
Explanations Needed 


I imagine when another elec- 
tion comes around a numr 
ber of government members will have 
a good deal of difliculty in explaating 
why these mules ‘have not.been built 
especially when the money has been 
put in the provincial treasury to the 
extent of agood many multion dollars 
At the date of the last session there 
were according to the figures of the 
Department of Railways $10,997,775, 
or practically eleven millions in the 
bank to the eredit of the provincial 
treasurer, or said to be, waiting to 
be used in constructing guaranteed 
lines. At the same time although 
this money was laying in the bank to 
build guarantecd lines, nothing was 
done until the prople from the con- 
stitucncy represented by the Min.ster 
of rural mumicipalivves, and the memr 
ber of St. Paul, had almost to raise 
an insurrection against the govern- 
ment and come down in force to 
raake the governm.nt realize their 
obligations to force the construction 
of the St. Paul de Metis ine. The 
conditions that esist im that fer 
tile section of ‘the province where 
farmers had gone on the strength of 
the guarantecd line and waited until 
their patience was exhausted exists 
in many other parts of Alberta. 

Wauitecourt District 

Away up northwest of Edmonton in 
the Whitecourt district, a settle- 
ment on the propused Onaway branch 
the people are in much the same po- 
sition as they were in St. Paul dis- 
trict last year.

Work for Historians 


When in years to come _histo- 
ians write in cold type the way the 
province of Alberta hag been exploit- 
ed by ra:lway and political manipu- 
lators, it, will not be a Scory that 
will lend lustre or credit to some of 
our public men. We have learned tye 
lesson, more especially in view cf the 
great crisis which is upon the world 
to-day, that it is time to get Lack 
to lirst principles and ‘build our po- 
litical edifice and provincial prosper- 
ity upon sound joundations. We must 
build upon foundations of agricultur- 
al production and create conditions 
tirst of all such that the people on 
the land can profitably employ Cap- 
ital. This cannot be done through 
the present financial institutions and 
under the present rate of interest, 
and until the government gives re 
lief and provides capital on the 
credit of the province for agricultur- 
al interests we cannot hope to have 
the measure of prosperity which our 
magnificent agricultural areas, and 
rich and varied natural resources 
warrant. It may be argued by some 
that the Government in pledging the 
credit of the country to assist, farm- 
crs through some system of aygricul- 
tural ered.t adapted to conditions 
here Would be discriminating against 
the urban population of the province.

The sole head of a family, or any, 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S'ask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy. 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house ig required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per aore. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead: patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a  pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Dutics—Must 
ceside six months in each of throo 
years, cultivate 50 aores and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for oultivation undor 
certain conditions.

fortDovaumont inGerman 
Hands but Surrounded 
by French 


Two Thousand Hun Troops 
Hold Post—No Effort Will 
Be Made to Rout Them 


New York, March 2.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Paris says: 

‘In the attack on Louaumont the 
fort changed hands four times, until 
fipally the Breton corps was brought 
into action. They charged with irres- 
istible force through a storm of Ger- 
man shells, routed the famous Brand 
enourger ‘corps, and drove the Ger- 
mans back beyond the village of Dou- 
aumont, north of the fort. 

“Iwo thousand Brandenburgers re- 
main jn the fort, which is now well 
within the Fronch lines. The French 
are not wasting their time or their 
lives in atlacking them, but have 
placed a guard to watch until hun- 
ger brings thé Germans out to sur- 
render.’’ 

London, March 3.—Around the vil- 
lage of Douaumont, which is in the 
hands of the Germans, is raging a 
battle of great igteasity. Having cap 
tured the village and extended their 
lines west and south the Germans 


Jwere foreed to give ground before 


vicious attacks of the French, who 
regained part of the terrain they had 
lost. he fighting here is proceeding 
unabated. 

From the region of Malancourt, 
west of the Meuse, to the Woevre re 
gion, east of Verdun, the bombard- 
ments are of a violent character, the 
Germans endeavoring to force their 
way closer to the fortress of Verdun 
und the French tenaciously striving 
to hold them back. Several assemb- 
ling points of the Germans have been 
vigorously shelled by the French, es- 
pecially in the vicinity of Beaumont. 

The Germans admit that in the re 
gion of Ypres the British recaptured 
the positions the Germans took from 
them February 14, but say they were 
immediately driven out of most of 
them. The British however declare 
that they have consolidated these 
positions.

The province has a’ population 
not, at most, greatly over six hundrey 
thousand. Its annual expenditures 
are on a Scale that would be largo 
for double the number of people. For 
the coming year, according to tele 
graphed reports, the (Government 
proposes to spend $8,829,000, though 
its revenue is expected to be only 
$6,816,000. It has nearly two million 
dollars more than its prospective in- 
come to raise, and if the people can 
have their attention diverted to some 
other topic, the less explaining of its 
extravagance will it have to do. 
Then members of the Legislature have 
been charged with taking bribes from 
men interested in measures which 
have been made law. Also it has been 
alleged that large sums of money 
voted for road improvement have 
been taken from the treasury with- 
out work being done to justify the 
outlay. The contractors are alleged 
to have been mythical persons, and 
‘theix agent, who could prove that 
they were real and received the 
money, has thought it well to disap- 
pear for the moment. Men who are 
political enemies of the Government 
‘of Saskatchewan, and who may be 
untruthtul, say-that there has been 
going on in Saskatchewan the same 
kind of business that broight about 
the overthrow of the late Govern- 
ment in Manitoba. ‘The Saskatche 
wan ministers would be du.ng more 
for themselves and their party by go- 
ing forward with their duty, making 
the truth clear, and punizuing any 
who may be guilty, than by attack- 
‘ing ministers at Ottawa.

Petrograd, March 5.— The follow- 
ng official communication regarding 
the capture of Bitlis in Turkish Ar 
menia has been issued by the War 
Offties: 

“Details of the capture of Bitlis 
show that our troops attacked the 
position without firing a shot. The 
attack was made at night during a 
snowstorm. About. 3 o'clock in the 
morning a bayonet charge was order- 
ed and the Turks, after a desperate 
resistance, were dislodged. The Tur- 
kish artillery position was stormed 
after hand-to-hand fighting as a re- 
sult of which the defenders, who 
fought with tho greatest desperation, 
were all killed. 

“On the position and in the pur 
uit of the enemy we captured twen- 
ty guns of the latest Krupp type, all 
of which were in good condition. We 
also captured on the positions a, huge 
quantity of gun and rifle cartridges 
and in Bitlis itself a large depot of 
artillery munitions. During the pur- 
suit numerous Turks were sabred.

Dear Sir,—The Balmoral Patriotic 
Committee have pleasure in making 
the following report for the year 
ending February 29, 1916, : 

About the middle of February 1915 
a committee was appointed as_ fol- 
lows:—Jno. J. Gactz, chairman; 5. 
D. MoConnell, Secretary-'lreasurer ; 
Mesdames Leonard, Jenkins, Higgs 
and Waetz, Miss ‘Truan and George 
Jenkins. The Committee started 
work on March 1, 1lvld, by making a 
canvas of the district for monthly 
Contributions and acreage of 1.15 
crop. At one of their meetings about 
the middle of December, the ladies 
organized themselves into a Red 
Cross Committee with Mrs. MeCon- 
nell added and Mrs. J. J. Gactz as 
chairman. At that meeting it was de- 
cided to hold a series of social even- 
ings at which a nominal charge 
would be made, as one reans of rais- 
ing funds. lt was also further resolv- 
ed to divide all funds received as fol- 
lows: One fifth each to the Belgian 
Relief Fund and Red Cross and ‘three- 
fifths to the Patriotie Fund.

following information. 
| Experiments in different places 
have shown that this wheat is below 
Red Ife in yield and also later in 
, Maturing. As to quality, it is wholly 
inferior to the standard varieties 
commonly grown in the Province. 
-T'he flour is very dark in color ‘and 
practically useless for bread making 
purposes. The wheat, which has a 
compound or branching head, is very 
striking in appearance. This, togeth- 
er with the fact that the kernel is 
quite large, induces some farmers to 
putchase and try it as an experiment 
, Since experimental farms exist, 
partially at least, for the purpose of 
trying out new varieties of grain, the 
Department of Agriculture feels that 
no grain grower should allow him- 
f self to be imposed upon by salesmen 
j offering this, or any other variety of 
Ba grain that has not bec a success at 
fi/some experimental station.
